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FORMATION OF COAL. 


In Some Places the Perfect Form of the 
Decayed Trees Have deu Found. 

The formation of coal, according to Dr. 
Homer Greene's comical theory, was due 
to the solar orb bringing forth, millions 
of years ago, When it was larger and hot- 
ter than to-day, a wonderfully luxuriant 
vegetation, including plants of strange 
kinds, mosses as large as forest trees, and 
ferns thirty foot in height, growing up 
tichly from the clayey soll and forming 
dense junglos in the vast marshes, the 
latter covering great areas of the earth's 
surface; these ferns, moe and the 
leaves, branches, and tranks of trees in 
time falling and decaying where they 
grew, only to render the soll more fertile 
and the next growth more luxuriant— 
year after year, century after contury, 
this process of growth and decay going 
on, until the beds of vegetable matter 
thus deposted became of great thickness; 
the earth's body, however, still continued 
to shrink, in consequence of which her 
crust at times contracted and fell in, the 
land then sinking throughout vast aroas, 
the beds of vegetable matter golng down 
and the water sweeping again over the 
great marshes. Sand and mud and gravel 
were laid down anew over the doposits, 
aud the clayey soll from which the next 
rich growth would spring waa spread out 
on the « this process belng repeated 
again again, as often, ipdeed, as 
seams of coal in any coal bed. 

In this way, according to Dr. Greene, 
tho conditions for the formation of coal 
were made complete, atmospheric air 
being entirely excluded while the vege- 
table beds underwent the processes of de- 
composition, so that in some beds of coal 
whale trees have been found, with roots. 
branches, leaves and seeds complete, and 
all converted into. the same kind of coal 
aa that by which they were surrounded.

GREAT BATTLE POR LIFE 


STORY OF THE SURVIVORS OF THE 
BARQUE CARRIE E. LONG. 


Sed te Make Tarte Wey te the Shere

Six men whe fought for their lives 
through fire and water arrived at New 
York the other night from Neseau on the 
British steamer Antills. They were the 
urvivore of the fated American barque 
Carrie EK. Long, Which, laden with acide 
and petroleum, was bound from Philadel- 
phis to Havana, when she was struck by 
igh tening and burned to the water's edge. 
Those who escaped were blistered by heat, 
bitten by sharks and worn and exhausted 
by a long battle against the sea, There was 
death for them on board the barque, and in 
the waters underneath, They came back 
worn to the bone, forlorn and penniless. 
They told the story of how they bad strug- 
gied, how they clung to a burning. wreck, of 
how they bad seen their shipmates die, and 
how they had landed on the desolate coas 
of Gun Cay. It wae equally on the night 
of May 21. The Carrie ER. Long wee 
speeding along under shortened\sail over 
dark waters and into blacker night. The 
lightening flashed from cloud to cloud, and 
at nine o'clock the crew were blinded by s 
flash which lit eky and sea, 

STRUCK BY LIGHTNING, 

They were hurled from their feet when 
the bolt struck the vessel. A terrific ox» 
plosion followed. The decks were thrown 
up as by volcanic force and flames shot 
from every batch. The bull was s un- 
quenchable Toyhet, Spare and sails were 
soon on fire. Captain Rolf, who was 
standing alt, seized a life buoy and plunged 
into the sea, He waa never seen again. 
The vessel rocked and swayed. She 


trembled under the forces which were 
raging beneath her decks, Yards had 
toppled down, boate were hurled from their 
chocks and smashed upon their decks, 
The second mate, Tip Stanley, and James 
Corcoran and Lars Iverson, seamen, rashed 
fora lifeboat. It was on fire, They swun 
the small boat into the sea, It capa 
within & few yards of the vessel and the 
three men struggled in the sea. 

Tip Stanley struck out from the vessel, 
calling to his — that he was going 
to try to reach land. Corcoran and Iver- 
won abandoned the boat, for it had been 
emashed, and even if they had succeeded 
in righting it, it would have been useless. 
They took the line which Jackson threw 
them and got back on the ship of fire. 


AIDING A SICK OFFICER. 


The sides of the craft were hot and bliet- 
ered as they vlimbed on board, Toe flames 
had penetrated to the depths of the hold. 
The men seampered over the blazing decks, 
dragged peer « the first mate, from his 
cabin and took him out on the bowsprit. 
The man had been wl for days and could 
scarvely stand. Ivereon, McNamara and 
James Corcoran crawled out with him on 
the boweprit. Joseph Corcoran and James 
Jackson trusted themselves to the sea on 
a booby hatch. Donald Cameron and 
James Houston threw themselves over- 
board, seized with an ides that they could 
reach land somehow. 
bowaprit waited. 

Then came an explosion which caused the 
sea to tremble. Decks, bulwarks and 
pars rose in flames. One of the big oil 
tanks had exploded, A few minutes later 
two distinct explosions came,and the main 
maat came clattering down, falling forward 
and narrowly missing the men who clung 
to the bowsprit,.

Of these 
fifty, thirty-five were girls and fifteen were 
young boys, The doctor said that the per- 
centage would have been higher had the chil- 
dren been those of professional mea or 
students rather than of business people.

Only ten of the 500 children examined

Large Imerease of men Employes in 
ine United States in Recent Years. 


A bulletin recently issued by the Census 
Bureau at Washington contains some infor 
mation regarding the employment of wo- 
men that is interesting to people on both 
sides of the line. According to this bulle- 
tin, very pearly one-hall—48 per cent. —of 
persons 10 years of age and over may be 
classed as working people or peo le engag- 
ed in “gainful cecupitions.” Lhe total 
number of working people ie placed at 
22,735,661, aud of these 18,820,950 are 
males and 3,914,711 are females, There 
has been a very large gsiain the number 
engaged in gainful occupations between 
1880 and 1893, such invrease being 5,343,- 
562, and of this gain 1,267,444 are females, 
In thie connection it is interesting to notice 
into what branches of bus ness the million 
and a quarter of women have entered to 
gain their living. The cecupstions inte 
which thie vast number of wage workers 
have gone are trade and transportation, 
and in these occupations the increase of 
tales have been 78 per cent., while the 
increate of females has been considerably | 
over 263 per cent. The female wage- | 
workers have gone chiefly into stores and | 
offices aa clerks, book keepers, stenugraphers, 
cashiers, typewriters and saleswomen. A 
number also have gone into various depar:- 
mente of the printing and publighin 
industries. One of the characterialica o 
the end of the century is the advent of the 
„new woman,” and her influence in fxn 
the per centage of males that have entered 
these industries must have been very con 
riderable.

It ia not the fashion in France to send « 
well-born ehild to the public school, bat 
that is bie loss, for the system of education 
is the beet of ite kind in the world. 

For the last fifteen years there has been « 
socialistic or radical majority in the muni. 
cipal council of Paris, and all thet could be 
done bas been done to advance the interest“ 
of the people, The parent has only to gend 
his child to achool, The motherly State 
does the reat. With open arms it welcomes 
the toddler of two years of age, and if he 
shows especial ability in any direction he 
may pursue his studies for twenty-two 
consecutive years and not spend a dollar 

Education is compulsory, Nothing but 
mental debility exempta the child. Even 
the little hospital patients and tiny cripples 
have their lessons and industrial toys. 
The small Francais may go to the Mater. 
nelle or mother schools between the age, 
ol two and six years, but he must go to 
some school from six until thirteen years. 
The plea of poverty is not entertained, for 
the State stands ready to clothe, feed and 
amuse Littl What’shiename, and in 
addition give him a pention to pay for 
lodgings in his own house.

A most wonderful cloud-and-lightning 
effect was to be seen Saturday night by the 
residdn ta of Boston as they looked toward 
the East.

Chapter 202. R. S. O., 1887. (Sec. 9.) 
It shall be the duty of the overseers of 
highways in any municipality to see

Thoagh there may be many who go down 
te the sea in ships, and who continue 
thereon for days, there are few who ever 
ee or really know the kitchen side of the 
Dont, writes a lady traveler, Though 
there ie almost ae mach difference between 
the kitchens of the ocean palaces and the 
rough sailing craft aa there is between the 
kitchens of the very rich and the hopelessly 
poor, they are alike in one thing, and that 
in their economy of espace. A nice, 
large kitohen,” the delight of housekeepers, 
is unknown at sea, and would be unappreci- 
ated if known. Meals for five hundred or 
„ thousand persons will be cooked in a 
room scarcely ae large as the kitchen in a 
country house. There are twe reasons for 
thie: Space is valuable, every foot of it 
having ite worth aa storage for freight or 
rooms for passengers; then on ship the 
kitchen floors are kept clean by scrubbing 
them with sand, They are about as white 
aa the tables, and the smaller the kitchen 
the easier to keep it in order. 

With a small kitchen it becomes a prime 
necessity to keep everything in ite place, 
and one must be systematic from the simple 
logic of ciroumetances, It would amaze 
one to see how compactly the supplies for 
the large ‘“thousehold” on board ships can 
be arranged. Nothing is left down on 
shelves or in drawers which may be hung 
on hooks, Even the platters and serving 
dishes are 


MADE TO BANG, 
there being a loophole at one end for this 


purpose.

Ifthe kitchen is 
mall, the refrigerator is not. It is 
provided, according to the size of the ship, 
with an amount of ice varying from one 
hundred and fifty to four hundred tons,and 
holds aleo the fish, meat, and poultry. It 
ie far away from che kitchen, because the 
cooks.do not help themselves to the aup- 

lies, These are given out as abe 

th canned and fresh vegetables are 

carried, the former being served when the 
freah are gone. 

While many ships and steamers sti)) 
continue to lay in a supply of water, others 
do not, and all carry « condenser, which 
makes it possible to have the beat of fresh 
water directly from the ocean, and this, 
being distilled water, is absolutely pure, 
Thie water serves for all purposes except 
baths. Salt water is vided for these, 
When water is carried, it is stored at the 
bottom of the ship and e ere up. 

What the ship’s kitchen loses in size is 
made up in the number of store-rooms. 
Things of the same kind are kept in the 
wame division. There ia « wine. 
closet, with a great number of cubbyholes, 
so that each bottle may have a place of ite 
own,

ship — Potatoes and such vegetables 
are kept to themselves, and the same 
ulation holds good with everything. 
“Thereare three kitchens besides a serving- 
room, The soups, fish, meats, and vege- 
tables are pre and cooked in one 
room, the bread and pas in another, 
while the ateerage has a kite to itself, 
in which all the cooking is done by steam. 
The range for the meata fille nearly one 
side of the small room, and half of it is 
iven over to the soups, and pote for the 
Caine articles. The soup kettles are 
enormous, and hold many gallons. Soup 
begins to be ao important factor in the 
family diet ae soon as one leaves America. 
Nearly everything on shipboard is well 
cooked, but the soup is the poorest,

England Famens Cricketer May be Made 
Sir William Gilbert Grace. 

A despateh from London mya:—It lb 
rumored that Dr. William Gilbert Grace, 
the distinguished cricketer,is to be knight- 
od. 

Dr. W. G. Grace Was born at Downend, 
near Bristol, England, in 1848, and bis first 
appearance in important matches was with 
the Went Gloucesterahire eleven. Between 
1864 and 1879 he made 20,842 N in * 
total of 415 innings. 

His exploite aa a bateman, felder and 
bowler became so celebrated that the title 
of “champion” was spontaneously conferred 
upon him. No amateur or professional has 
ever reached the batting averages credited 
to W. G.,“ who comes of s cricketing 
family. 

He and his brothers, E. M. and G. F., 
were long known in the orickes world as 
the “Three Graces.” The former, 2 
im his fifty-firet year still plays on the 
county eleven, aa A point he is still 
in the firet rank. G. F. Grace died in 1877 
rom e eee tever, while in the height of 
in ting fame.

An English Weman Who Devoted Mer 
Lite te the Geed eof Womankiad. 


Mies Emily Faithfull, the celebrated 
economist and philanthropist, is dead in 


England. She was 60 years of age. She 
was the youngest daughter of the Rev 
Ferdinand Faithfull, and was born at 
Headley Rectory in Surrey in 1835, She 
was educated at a school in Kensington, 
and was presented at court when she came 
of age, But she had little taste for fashion. 
able society, and, withdrawing herself from 
the gayeties of court life, she began to 
interest herself in the condition of women, 
particularly with « view to extending their 
aphere of profitable employment, Later 
she put the theory into very practical a 
plication by collecting a number of a 
compositors and opening & ty pogre ion 
— conducted exclusively 10 ber 
own sex, She tried this experimentin 1860, 
and three years later she commenced the 
publication of the Victoria Magazine, which 
advanced her views and theories on the 
question of woman's employment. 

This magazine was published tor eighteen 
years, In 1863 Mies Faithfull published a 
novel called Change upon Ohange,” and it 
was very favorably received and commend- 
ed, — for ita —— of English 
social life, Shortly after this Miss Faith- 
full began to lecture on the questions in 
which she was interested, and after her 
debut at the Hanover Square Rooms in 
London, she visited this country in 1872, 
1873, and 1883. Her lectures here were 
highly successful, and the result of her 
observations was published in London in 
1884 under the title Three Visite to 
America.” She continued to write and 
work in behalf of the cause of women, and 
Queen Victoria, whose sympathies she en- 
listed early in her career, honored her with 
a civil pension in 1888. In 1890 she visited 
the Queen of Roumania to discuss with her 
the question of women's employment.

Some Useful Suggestions. 

The warm days, with the nedessity of 
thin dresses, bring the inevitable amount 
of washing and ironing, which must be done 
in the hottest and moat disagreeable part 
ol the year for such work. Of course it 
must be done, and many think there is just 
about so much work connected with it any- 
way. But the labour can be somewhat 
lessened, or at least eased, by using judg- 
ment. 

The ginghams, lawns, etc., will not need 
to be boiled, and that will save a great dea) 
of heat that usually attends washing. If 
& garoline stove is used, the house will not 
become heated, as in the case of a wood or 
voal steve, A washing machine will save 
much labour, Bat with the washing done, 
the greater part of the labor is yet to come 
in the ironing. This is hot and hard work, 
manage it as one will, Many women sit 
down to iron. Any who can work that way 
certainly save themselves much tiresome 
standing. 

Some.imes not as much pains is taken in 
the summer with clothes in ironing. That 
is, with some things. For instance, sheets 
may be folded twice before beginning to 
iron; towels and pillow cases, ouce, 

The kind of flatiron used has much to do 
with the wear on the hands. The emali 
ones with detachable wooden handles are 
to be preferred to others, Heat them on an 
asbestos plate, auch as je kept in every 
general store for this purpose. It saves the 
irons from getting soiled, and can be used 
to great advantage on a gasoline stove. 

Rub the irons well in salt if they ars 
disposed to be rusty, In ironing starched 
articles, beeawax rubbed over the hot iron 
and wiped off quickly will keep the iron 
from sticking. 

The beat kind of an ironing board is öne 
rovided with adjustable legs. This ia 
ight and does not take up much room,and 

can be easily moved to any part of the 
house. 

A clothes horse is an absolute necessity. 
It is of little use to rab and polish the 
elo hes if they are to be piled in a promis- 
cuous heap, or perhaps hung oo the back 
ob chair. Everything ought to be aired 
thoroughly after ironing, 80 a» to be sure it 
ia perfectly dry before putting away. This 
can not be done if one garmen: s hung over 
another. 

If starched clothes are piled up the damp. 
peas permeates to every part, and they 
might almost aa well not have been either 
starched or iromed. A clothes horte is in- 
expensive, and no housekeeper can afford 
to do without one,

oO. N Bee the Buffalo man who 
has been developing gold mines in the 
wilde of Canada, as related recently in 
the Express, returned to this city yes- 
terday. He brought with hich some 
2 of ore that far exceed in value 
anything that had been found at the 
time the previous article in the Express 
was written, had an interesting 
story to tell of the opening of another 
shaft near Madoc, Hastings County, 
Ontario. 

One sample that Mr. Sprague brought 
with him was assayed by Dr. F. P. 
Vandenbergh of this city, who found 
that it contained gold at the ratio of 
2,560 ounces to the ton of rock. That 
makes it worth only the trifle of 652. 
915.20 to the ton. Of course, this is 
not an average specimen, but there are 
many bits of rock, Mr. Sprague claims, 
that are picked up every day at the 
mine that are far more valuable. One 
assays over $200,000 to the ton. But\ 
don't say anything about that,” said 
Mr. Sprague, its too big. People 
wouldn't believe it.” 

“J am working now on Sprague 
mine No 1.“ said Mr. Sprague. It is 
situated near the town of Madoc, and 
itis notin the best tract of land on 
which I have the mineral rights, but it 
is a fairly average piece. Weare put- 
ting down a shaft about 9 feet square, 
and have gone down about 20 feet. We 
have taken out perhaps 200 tons of ore 
from the hole, and the supply gets bet- 
ter as we go down.

We 
haven't milled any of it yet, because 
we want to get enough of the ore out to 
see just exactly what kind of a mill we 
will have to put up.

As the vein gets rich- 
er and the ore better as we go down, I 
think I am perfectly safe in saying that

A cuirass of alumioum, it appears, would 
be lighter than one made of any other metal 
known, and experiments have proved that 
aluminum can resist with ewe sword thrusts 
or bayonet lunges. Being so light it would 
make of the cavalryman who wore ita much 
more serviceable and active warrior, and 
the lessening of — be very per- 
ceptible as regards horse. 

allete striking it directly would surely 
pierce it, bat for that matter a bullet at 
measureably close range will go through 
any shield or cuitgen that has yet been 
made.

ABDUCTION AND ROBBERY. 


Sensational Ster Teld by the Hes. Mra 
Gerden— Entrapped late s Strange 
Meuse and Handcaffed, 


A despatch trom London says :—The 
sensational story of abduction and robber) 
recently told by the Hon, Mrs, Gordon has 
been made the subject of a police inquiry 
It was proved that Mra. Gordon is the 
widow of the Hon. Sackville Gordon, who 
went wrong and left England. His subse- 
quent fortune was bad. He came high to 
beggary, and died holding the obscure 
position of a postman in Sydney, New 
South Wales. The inquiry developed the 
fact that Mra. Gordon was the unnamed 
woman whose appearance in the Court of 
Chancery last December was chronicled in 
the cable dispatches at the time, She then 
said that she possessed £40,000. 
living apart from her husband. An inti 
mate friend of hers was an alleged Ameri- 
can named Clamp, who subsequently went 
to Berlin, where -he assumed the name of 
Alexander. She declared that she had 
handed £2,400 and valuable securities to 
Clamp, who took his departure for the 
Continent. The police have traced him in 


Berlin, where he had sold shares of the 
Louisville and Nashville and Chicago, 
Milwaukee, and St. Paul railways to the 
extent of £1,300, all of which Mra. Gordon 
alleged was her proporty She now charges 
a wealthy publican, Henry Crane, incited 
thereto and aided by Clamp, with corapir. 
ing to kidnap and rob her. Mra. Gordon 
resides in 
F A PRETTY HOUSE 
in the Brixton road, where she keep* 
lodgers According to her story one of her 
lodgers prevailed upon her to visit 4 house 
in Clapham park, on the pretence of show- 
ing her a billiard-table he was thinking of 
buying. She says she carried in a secret 
pocket ten Canadian Pacific railroad shares 
of the value of about £1,200, £800 in 
German Bank notes, £900 in Bank of Eng- 
land notes, and a considérable quantity of 
jewelry. As soon as she entered the house 
the doors were fastened and she was seized 
by s man, either a Russian or Turkish Jew, 
whose name is known to Mra. Gordon. 
This man seized her around the neck, threw 
her to the floor, and, with the assistance of 
her lodger, took her ear-rings out of her 
ears and the rings off her fin She was 
then handcuffed and carried into a room, 
where the lodger ordered two men to search 
her. This wasdone, and the secret pocket 
in which she had her valuables was discov 
ered and the property taken. The men 
also took the keys of her houde, and robbed 
it. Crane states that halentClamp £1,400, 
and the latter brought Mrs. Gordon to his 
house in Clapham park to arrange for the 
repayment of the money. Mra. Gordon 
made a row, and he put a handkerchief to 
her mouth to stop her acreams, He then

Good Effects of Antitoxine. 


Statistics showing the etfect of the use 
of diphtheria antitoxine in the German 
cities of Halle and Altona were recently 
published, says the New York Times. 
Be.ween Nov. II, 1894, and Jan. 15 of 
this year, 114 cases were subjected to the 


#erum treatment in Halle, and the reports 
come from thirty physicians. There were 
only nine deaths, or a mortality of less 
than 8 per cent. Of eighty-nine cases 
treated in private bouses, six bad à fatal 
termination, and there were three deaths 
out of the remaining twenty-five cases, 
which were treated in hospitals. In a 
hospital at Aitona antitoxine was used in 
aixty-three cases between Sept. 1, 1894, 
and March 1, 1895. Eight of the patients 
died, so that the mortality was 12.69 per 
cent. In thirty-one of the sixty three 
cases tracheotomy was required, but only 
three of these patients, or leas than 10 per 
cent. succumbed to the diseaee, This is 
| tegarded as a remarkable record for » 
| series of cases of thie kind, The annual 
mortality from diphtheria in this hospital 
daring the preceding seven year had 
ranged from 29.23 to 37.27 per cent.

All 
of these islands and groups have been exam- 
ned with a view to determining their avail- 
ability for the purpose mentioned, 
ENORMOUS DISTANCES, 


The distances to be traversed by th 
proposed cable are enormous. As the crow 
flies, it is 3960 miles from Victoria to Fan- 
ning Island. From Fanning Island to 
Fiji it ie 1967 miles, aud from he latter 
pointto Auckland is 1348 miles. From 
Auckland to Sydney, in New South Wales, 

gable is already laid. This is the route 
contemplated, the total distance to be 
covered being about 7200 statute miles. 
Careful estimates show that the cost of 
laying atranepacific cable would be just 
about $1000 per mile,including éverything, 
This would bring the total expense of put- 
ting down the line from Victoria to Auck- 
land, exclusive of preliminary surveys, up 
to $7,200,000. The cost is somewhat 


increased by the fact that the cable itself 
has to be carried all the way from England, 
No submarine cables are manufactured on 
this continent, Moat of those now 8 
ed were made in England, where the 
business wae originally initiated. Four 
firms in that country devot their attention 
exolusively to this industry. There are 
two similar concerns in France and one in 
Italy. 

Frente, which is at the south sud of 
Vancouver Island, is already connected by 
oable with Vancouver town, across the 
atraite on the mainland, Vancouver town 
isthe terminus of the Canadian 
Railroad, Thus the proposed line will 
convey m direct from Europe to 
Australis, and the London merchant will 
beable to send telegrams beneath two 
oveana to Sydney. From Sydney the same 
telegrams could be back to 
London by way of India and the continent 
of Europe. Thus it will be practicable 
actually, when this ae ia accomplished, 
to transmit an electric spark entirel 
around the world. By throwing o a 
oireuits slong the wires, the spark could be 
made to girdle the earth completely in a 
fraction ofa second. Already there is 
continuous telegraphic communication over - 
land and under seas all the way trom 
Victoria, B. O., to Auckland, The connec.

Tur Toronto WorLp, whose 
editor and proprietor, Mr. W. F.

Here is 
an argument put forward in favor 
of the redyction:—The conditions 
that exist to-day in the railway 
world are widely different from 
those which prevailed, say, twenty- 
five years ago. The cost of rail- 
way construction has been wonder- 
fully reduced. We are able to 
build bridges for one-half, and less 
than one-half, what they used to 
cost. The Victoria bridge at Mont- 
oss and the Suspension bridge at 
Wagn Nte-cotild each be replac- 
ed * a better structure that would 

not cost fifty per cent. of what was 
expended on them. Steel rails used 
to cost from 880 to 8100 per ton, 
and for many years after the first 
“railways were constructed in Can- 
ada iron rails were the only kind 
_ obtainable, and as it was necessary 
to replace them every few years 
the maintenance of the roadbed was 
a continual drain on the resources 
of the companies. The cost of steel 
ralls at the present time is not 
more than 825 per ton. The 
passenger rate that now prevails 
on Canadian railways was based 
upon the cost of railway construc- 
tion thirty or forty years ago.

Craig then gave the alarm 
and in a few minutes the flames 
8 to the hay in the loft and 
the whole barn was soon a mass of 
flames. Citizens gathered in large 
numbers, but despite their noble 
efforts the fire spread with great 
rapidity to the surrounding sheds, 
barns, and wooden buildings. 
From Olairmont’s barns the flames 
spread in all directions. ‘McCann's 
barns and livery stable, adjoining 
on the north, were soon a mass of 
flames. From here the flames 
leaped to Mr. McCann's store and 
residence above. Continuing north 
the flames spread to Craig's law 
office, Coulter’s harness-shop, Busby's 
boot and shoe shop, and Turcott’s 
shoe shop, all of which were wooden 
structures and burned very rapidly. 
To. the south and east flames were 
also spreading and burning with 
great fury. Clairmont's hotel was 
soon on fire, and through this the 
flames made great head way. It 
was only a tew minutes before the 
interior of the house was a blaze, 
and, despite all efforts, it was burn- 
ed to the ground. The flames 
spread from here to MeGowan's 
butcher shop and to Diyoume’s 
kitchen, which were burned to 
some extent. A barn belonging to 
George Easterbrook was also con- 
sumed. The fire engine recently 
purchased by the town was out in 
quick time, and soon had two good 
streams playing on the fire and 
checked its onward course. For 
several hours the firemen worked 
heroically, and kept steady streams 
playing on the flames und surround- 
ing buildings, and saved the east 
side of Front street from total de- 
struction.

A Successtul County Celebration in the 
Village of Stirting.

The wheat area of Britain shrank 
from 3,500,000 acres in 1846 te 1,200,000 
acres in 1890. Yet English land is far 
more productive than is the land of any of 
the wheat-growing countries, ave 2 
bushels to the acre, aa against about 12 14 
bushels in the United States. The eatimat- 
ed British importa of wheat and flour for 
this year are 189,799,080 bushels,as against 
152,474,009 bushels in 1890, and less than 
120,000,000 bushels in 1877. These long 
strides in the rate of importation show the 
strength of tne forces before which the 
British farmer is retiring, Exceedingly 
low prices, low overland and ocean freight

Daring the many years in which the 
writer has been engaged in the practice of 
veterinary medicine there is nothing that has 
been more forcibly brought to his attention 
than the indifference of moat people to the 
Condition of the horse's mouth. 

They seem to think the mouth never be- 
comes deranged) when, in fact, it is one of 
the most sensitive organs of the equine 
economy. All young horses coming three 
or four years old should have their teeth 
and mouth carefglly examined when any 
symptoms of tenderness are shown tu the 
mouth, as it is at this age. that some of the 


milk molars are replaced by the permanent 
ones. 

In some cases the crown of the former is 
only partially displaced, and gives rise to 
much pain and annoyance. 

I have seen a young horse that had ite 
throat blistered with liniment and was 
treated for distemper, when the trouble 
was due to s misplaced crown of a milk 
molar, which, upon removal, gave instant 
relief. 

EASILY REMEDIRD, 


Again, in some horses the atracture of 
the teeth is of s comparatively soft nature, 
and wears rapidiy on the grinding sub. 
stances in 4 ragged and uneven manner, 
which severely cut and lacerate the tongue 
ahd cheeks, 

Tais defect may be easily remedied by 
the use of the mouth rasp, an instrument 
that may now be found in nearly all hard- 
ware stores. 

To heal the raw surfaces a little alam and 
borax dissolved in water willact effectively, 
This humane method, if pursued by people 
who own horses, will prevent much zuflor- 
ing to the horse and at the same t. me amp - 
ly repay the owner in the improved 
appearance of his animal, and in many 
cases prevent the loss of much food by 
quidding and slobbering. 

A few words in regard to those bugbears 
of most horse owners, namely, lampas, so 
called, and wolf-teeth. Lampas ia supposed 
by most people to possess some mysterious |

Salting Hogs. 


Hoge need ealt a regularly and as fully 
ae any other stock on the farm, and as with 
other stock in nearly all cases the better 
plan is to keep a supply where they can 
help themselves rather than to depend 
upon giving them a small supply at stated 


intervals. If they are obliged to go with- 
oat for some time and then nave access to 
all they can eat at once, there is always 
some danger of their eating too much. A 
better plan than that of giving salt alone, 


“even when s eapply is kept where they can 


help themeelves, is to take ashes and salt 
sad uate well together, put in a box in & 
corner of the feeding place sud replenish 
before the box is entirely empty. The hoge 
will help themselves and will keep healthier 
and thriftier than if toe salting is only done 
at intervals, 


The Uncertainties of Farming. 

Every business had ite uncertainties 
That of the farmer has more than some 
others and less than have many. He can 
not predict the yield of bis crops, The 
severe frosts of May last were entirely 
unexpected, Now large regions are suffer 
ing from drought and attacks of insects 
while other large regions which, last year, 
suffered much from these causes, have 
favorable weather and promise of large 
crops. He can not predict the prices for 
his crops. It remains trae that supply and 
demand finally control prices, but there 
are many disturbing condit ons, Specula- 
tion terporarily advances or reduces prices, 
With modern means of transportation the 
crop condition in even considerable 
part of the country has less influence in 
fixing prices than have the crop yields of 
even distant countries, 

The recent remarkable advance in the 
price of wheat was not anticipated by 
many. No one knew, no one now kuows, 
whether the highest point has been reach - 


ed, There ie an unfounded opinion that 
‘*speculators” have absolute control in 
such matters, Now, as always, the specu- 
lators are divided. One part hopes for an 
advance; the other seeks to reduce prices. 
Both classes pay earnest attention to all 

ble means by which an intelligent 
orecast of the probable harvest in this 
and other countries may be made. Reports 
of good rains depress prices; reports of 
drought advance prices, Alter years of 
waiting, years which brought loss to many 
aud falluse to some beef cattle breeders and 
feeders, we now have good prices for good 
fat cattle, This advance has been confi- 
dently predicted by intelligent men year 
after year, 

During last fall and early winter the 
avidence seemed conclusive that prices for 
bogs would advance more than they have, 
The advance in pie for sheep and lambs 
came sooner and was more marked than 
the writer nad anticipated, There is large 
diterence of opinion among intelligent 
farmers as to the course of prices for horses 
during the next few years. The writer 
believes the prices tor good draft horses 
will advance within two or three years, 

This last opinion ia dependent on a mat- 
ter of great importance in affecting prices 
tor farm producta—the gemeral prosperity 
of the country. The impossibility ot cer- 
tainly predicting this adds to the uncertain. 
ty of ine farmers’ business. There are 
good indications of « revival of business in 
general, bat no one can. gay positively 
Whether these are tobe fulfilled, 

Because of these uncertainties it has 
never seemed wise to me te ge 4 far as 
many do in advocating « ity farming, 
— ah dy n t : 
individual farmer. Under favorable cir 
cumetances the specialty farmer secures 
larger profite than does the one who has « 
greater diversity of crops, but he rune 
more risk of loss.

HOME-MADE BAROMETER. 


Simple and Cheap Contrivance by Which 
Anybody Can Welgh Air. 


There is one atmospheric phenomenon 
about which there is a wide misconception. 
When the amoke lies close to the surface of 
the earth, instead of moving upward, as it 
generally does, many people think it is 
because the air is heavy, The same people 
will tell you, perhaps, that damp air is 
heavier than dry ait, for it ie on days thar 


the air ie damp that the smoke lies close to 
the earth. On the contrary, damp air is 
lighter than dry air, and it is because the 
air is damp that the smoke does not ascend, 
It is purely a question of gravity, of weight. 
If the lower stratum of air is heavier thas 
the amoke the latter will go up; if it be 
| lighter than the smoke the amoke will not 
go up so readily, Tre barometer is the 
| instrument used by the scientists to deter- 
mine the relauve weight of the air, As 
usually made, it consists of a cup of mer- 
cory, with which is connected a graduated 
|wlass tube, From the upper part of this 
tube the air has been exhausted, thus form- 
ing a vacuum, and the height of the column 
ot mercury in the tube denotes the weight 
of the atmosphere, : 
The explanation of this is quite simple. 
The pressure of the atmosphere upon the 
| mercury in the cup forces the mercury up 
into the tube, where it iaests no resistance, 
because the empty part of the tube 16 a 
vacuum. Hense the column of mercury 
will riss or fall in the tube as the pressure 
ie greater or leas. 


Everybody is familiar enough with 
weather reports to know that we have 
“high barometer” on clear, dry days, aud 
“low barometer” on damp days; that the 
first indicates geod weather, and the last 
stormy weather. But high barometer ” 
‘means that the colum of mercury is well 
up in the tube, and ew barometer’ that 
is down. We know, therefore, that as dry 
air bears down more heavily upon the mer-

The Sun's figdres on the 
actual’ work specified was $802; the 
Intelligencer s $487 ; but the extras 
may run up as much more if the Coun- 
cil does not exercise watchful super- 
vision. Tur Review offer was to do 
every thing required by the County for 
one year for the sum of $600. The con - 
tract was awarded the Sun, and if the 
“extras” are kept well under control it 
is probable that the County will reap 
the benefit of the “lowest tenderer,” 
althongh we are under the impression 
that Tue Review's offer would have 
been the safest one for the committee to 
accept. \ 

So far as the Belleville papers art 
concerned in this matter, it appears to 
have been a feast, now a famine with 
some of them. Many years ago tenders 
were asked for this same printing, but 
as Tur Review was the only paper in 
the County that put in a tender, the 
liberal-minded members of the Council 
at that time concluded that the politi- 
cal papers” were entitled to all the 
spoils. Two years ago tenders were 
again asked. end THe Review put in a 
fair price for the work, about 50 ber 
cent. below what they had been paying, 
bat again political exigencies” no 
doubt made it necessary to keep the 
wolves’ mouths full. The Ontario for 
years had been bleeding the county to 
the extent, some years, of from $1000 to 
$1200, with the Intelligencer a. good 
second in the game of grab, That same 
year the Count¢ paid about $1800 to the 
two papers for the year’s printing. 
The following ar this was cut down 
to about $1000. How these prices cor- 
respond with the figures of last week's 
tenders our readers can judge for them- 
selves. In this matter all along Tun 
Review quoted fair, honest prices for 
the work to be done, while our city 
contemporaries, especially the Ontario, 
were systematically—well, making a 
yery comfortable profit of, say, 100 per 
cent. The “famine” will strike friend 
Carman hard this year now that he has 
lost it all. On the other hand, the San 
quoted prices in their tender that would 
not pay an amateur to turn out fourth- 
class work for, and it looks as though 
it was acase of die dog or eat the 
hatchet’ with them.

1860, when a wine warehouse of the epoch 
of Empress Anna, in the Viberg quarter 
the capital city of the empire had been built 
over for the pu Bat im time this 
prison fell into « state of entire disorgani- 
zation/and, not withstanding improvements 
made it, it at last could be no longer 
maintal ; 

In proceeding with the preliminary stud - 
ies tor the construction of s new prison in 
St. Petersburg, in conformity to the scale 
of punishments of the new Russian code, as 
told in the foregoing, it was necessary that 
the prison should be built on the cellular 
plan. Prison officials do not, as a rule, in 
other countries, like the cellular,or solitary 
imprisonment plan, as it induves nervous- 
ness and madness,

HOW TO TELL A BAD EGG. 


An Infallible Freneh Method Which Re- 
quires Only a Geed Kye and a Lighted 
Candle, 

When one calle for « fresh egg in a Pari- 
sian eating house the chances are that one 
will be properly served. Not that there 
are no bad eggs in Paris as well as elsewhere 
but there are certain men employed at the 
Central Markets, or Halles, whose only 
duty is to sift the bad or doubtful eggs 
from the good ones, in one of the cellars 
ofthe Halles one sees a man passing his 
hands rapidly before his eyes and in front 
of a light candle, Around bim are baakets 
containing thousands of eggs. His duty is 
to separate the bad ones from the good and 
he ie remunerated at the rate of 75 gent- 
ies, cr 15 cents s thousand eggs. 

He accomplishes his work with extraor- 
dinary dexterity. With one hand he takes 
three or four eggs and brings them to the 
exact position he wishes, between bis eye 
and the lighted candle, as if by magic, For 
an egg to good the part that appears 
black muat be completely detached from 
the part that appears white In other 
words, the yolk aod the albumen must 
throagh the ey of the shell, be 
seen to be quite a te.

Death of A. C. Barker. 

The Bancroft Times says: — Alfred 
Chester Barker, one of the earliest 
pioneers of this district, was stricken 
with apoplexy last Sunday, 80th, ult., 
and died that evening at his residence 
in the 70th year of his age. and having 
enjoyed fairly good health up to the 
time of his death. 

Mr. Barker was born in Dublin and 
educated in London, his fgther was a 
42nd Highlander, and with his mother 
was present at the Battle of Waterloo. 
He was the great grandson of a cele- 
brated officer of the Chester family, 
who commanded under the Duke of 
Marlborough in his great campaigns 
in the time of Queen Ann and particu- 
larly in the battle of Culloden. 

Mr. Barker emigrated to this Coun- 
try in 1855 and was the first settler to 
take up land on the Hastings Road 
north of Glenmire. He was fortunate 
in securing a good location and resided 
thereon ever since, having in the mean- 
time married Isabella Vance, who with 
two sons and three daughters survive 
him. 

Fortunately his only remaining sister 
Mrs. John Newton, of Hungerford, 
was here on a visit. and present at his 
last illness and death, 

Daring the past 25 years Mr. Barker 
efficiently filled the office of township 
clerk for the municipality of Dungaun- 
on and Faraday. He displayed much 
literary ability having acted as corres- 
pondent for various journals over the 
signature Sylranus. 

The funeral which was largely at- 
tended on Tuesday to the cemetery at 
Bancroft, occurred exactly one year 
from that of his sister.

Mr. L. O. Howard, United States 
entomologist, has devised and experi- 
mented with a method which has prov 
to haye much practical usefulness— 
namely, to pour oil on the surface of 
waters that propagate mosquitoes. A 
Small quantity of kerosene employed in 
this manner will go along way, If 
there is a stagnant pond or overflowed 
marsh in your vicinity, you cannot 
invest money more profitable this 
summer than to buy some kerosene and 
apply it. The process is very simple, 
the oi] spreading itself far and wide in 
an extremely thin film. Five gallons, 
costing sixty cents, will cover 10,000 
square feet. A single application wil] 
suffice for the season, and will absolute- 
ly prevent the production of mosquitoes 
over the area treated. The coating of 
oil quickly suffocates and kills all 
wrigglers.

Importance of the Egg Trade. 

An exchange says:—The Canadian 
farmers, as a rule, do not pay enough 
attention to their poultry for their own 
good. A young hen is not a worthless 
nuisance to be left alone to pick her 
own living. She is valuable property, 
and, if properly cared for, will pay 
larger interest on your money and 
labor than the other farm stock. In- 
crease your flock to 200 hens at once. 
Build a suitable house for them. I: 
will pay you. Few are aware of the 
value and importance of the egg trade 
as a source of wealth toa nation. The 
amount of business done in the United 
States in the egg trade exclusively will 
amount to over $20),000,000 each year. 
New York city alone consumed $12,- 
000,000 worth in 1890, at an average 
price of eighteen cents a dozen. The 
poultry and egg business outranks any 
single product, except corn, raised and 
sold in that country. Notwithstand- 
ing these facts, we find people who 
think it small business and time wast- 
ed for the farmer to give his poultry 
fiock a little time and attention. A 
farmer could do a great deal worse than 
make poultry raising the main branch 
of the ferm industries.

Home Dairy. 

One of the strongest arguments against 
the home dairy ia that the time of home 
manufacturing is past : that the tendency 
of all manufacturers has been toward the 
factory in a small way at first, but grada- 
ally combining and consolidating until 
everything is manufactured on s large 
sos le, by companies and corporations with 
almost unlimited capital, says Mr. King. 
No one can doubt this, but the question 
ia, has it been to the best interest of the 


larmets and comaumers that manufacturing 
hes been turned over to these huge cor- 
porations? I question it very much. The 
writer is yet es young man comparatively, 
yet be has pulled the flax, spread it to rot, 
tbeaked, scatched and hackled it, and 
helped to weave it inte cloth for femily 
wee. Ale, he has a diatinct recollection 
of how tow shirt and 1 45 of tow pants 
felt when first put on e has ala shorn 
the wool from the sheep's back, washed it, 
when dry helped to pick it, then it waa 
taken to the wool factory, where it wee 
J oarded and made into rolls from which it 
wea spun into yarn, then woven into cloth 
for use. The cloth intended for mens’ 
wear was taken toes fuller and fulled and 
shorn, the clothing cut and made at home, 
hand, and s suit of clothes thus made 
did not fall to pieces of their own weight, 
but wore like buckskin. 
This was the days of home manufactar- 
ing. They were aleo days when people 
were prosperous and contented. There 
wae plenty of, work forall, and the devil 
had Gand work to get men to work for 
him. Strikes were few and far apart. 
Tramps were an unknown luxury; brea 
riots were unknown ; the anarchist with 
hia deadly bomb was yet unborn ; the 
wilful destruction of other men's propert 
for wages’ sake was never heard of, All 
these latter evile have come to us in the 
same ratio as the manufacturing passed 
out ot the hands of the individual into the 
hands of corporations, these forming again 
into combinations and traste. 
I know that it is not popular to write 
thus, or give expression to the theory (or 
fact) that when the people let go of home 
manufacturing they paved the way on 
which combinations are to-day driving over 
them rough shod, without fear of law, an 
when the people turned over the manu- 
facturing interest of this country they laid 
the corner-atone for the structure in which 
to-day they are prisoners. 
But perhaps lam getting too far from 
the question to get aamittance into the 
dairy department, and our heading would 
not look well in the social, economic, and 
educational column. The dairy interest is 
the only one that has not as 6 business, 
out of the Bands of the people into 

the hands of corporations,and l am suse that 
it is not beet that it ehould,and from the very 
nature of the business it will be a long time 
before it will, It u yet largely in the 
hands of the people and, in a smell way in 
the hand of small manufacturers, but it is also 
true that the tendency is toward combina- 
tions, and when it once passes into their 
hands, we will see thie great industry 
equeened as never before, 
But there is one more fact that I wish to 
note right here—that hand-made or home- 
made goods of all kinds command a pre- 
mium over factory or machine 
Hand-made clothing solle for 50 per cent. 
more than factory goods, Wagons, buggies, 
harnesses, eto., all bring from 30 to 50 per 
cent. more when hand-made than when 
made in factories, The same is true of 
butter, It is the home dairyman that gets 
the long price tor his goods. People will 
pay more money for butter made right, 
when they know bow it is made and by 
whom, than they will pay for factory goods,

VISCOUNT HAMPDEN. 


The New Governor of New teu Wales. 


Viscount Hampden, the new Governor 
of New South Wales, in succession to the 
late Sir Robert W. Daff, is the san of the 
late Viscount Hampden, who was Speaker 
of the House of Commons from 1872 to 
1884. N 

The new Governor was born on May 2, 
1841, and, after being educated at Rugby, 


entered the Coldstream Guards, He was 
promoted to be lieutenant and captain in 


VISCOUNT HAMPDEN, 


1863, and two years afterward retired. He 
entered Parliament aa member for Hert- 
fordahire in 1868, and represented that 
constituency in the Liberal interest until 
1873. He was unseated the following year 
after having been elected member for 
Stroud, but was returned again for that place 
in April, 1880, and represented it until 1885. 
rom 1885 to 1 he was member for 
the Mid, or Stroud, division of Gloucester- 
shire, and in the latter year unsuccessfully 
contested Cardiff. He was appointed

A despatch from Atlantic City, N. J., 
aue: The social season tendered by 
Atlantic City Lodge to the visiting Elks 
at the Baltic avenue casino on Wednesday 
night ended in a terrible disaster, in which 
fully 100 persons were more or less seri.

ed, and only one of the speakers had been 
heard, when, without the slightest warn;

for several years, collapsed, and fully a 
thousand persons were thrown to the floor 
beneath.

WHAT WILL CAUSE CRAMPS, 


| Wear a life preserver. 


Bathers cramp is one of the most fruitfu 
sources of drowning accidents, Ihe chie 
conditions ander which it befalls a bather 
are a peculiar individual susceptibility, a 
Feuer shock of cold applied to the 
general surface of the body, or a prolonged 
and sudden muscular exertion, especially 
in the direction of the extremities 
This form of cramp is known aa “ tonic” 
apasm, in which the contraction of the 
muscles is uninterrupted. There is no cer- 
tain way of avoiding it. Generally speaking 


however, physicians condemn the practice 
of cooling off before going into the water, 
Probably ninety out of a hundred bathers 
go through a process of ‘ dabbling” before 
immersing the entire body. Medical auth. 
oritiea say that the body should undergo a 
sudden plunge, because the maximum 
warmth is needed to give a vigorous reac- 
tion. If possible the bather should get the 
er p evenly distributed all over 
the body.“ This is probably the beat safe- 
guard ayainet bather's cramp. : 

The death of » drowned perron usually 
arises from asphyxia, Syncope or collapse 
of the heart action is much rarer. Help for 
the drowning should comprise stimulation: 
to the nervous system to restore sensation. 
Do not abandon an apparently drowned 
person because he does not breathe, or because 
you can distinguish no perceptible 
heart beste. In many cases this is mere 
suspended animation, very deceptive to the 
inexperienced, Success{ul reanimation’ 
depends on rapid, intelligent, and above 
all, persistent action. Every known means 
should be exhausted, and should be kept 
up for an hour or more without cessation, 

Persons who are apparently drowned 
have a strange habit, after long interval 
of deathlike repose, of gasping and coming 
to life again. Immediately upon the 
removal of an apparently drowned person 
from the water, work should be promptly 
begun. In the first place, convey the patient 
to the most convenient dry spot. Lift the 
body so that the head may hang downward 
for a few seconds to allow the water in the 
lungs and stomach to escape. Then place 
the patient tace upward, on a dry blanket, 
if possible, in the open air, Tf he shows 
no signs of resuscitation raise his shonlders 
slightly and support them with anything 
that may beavailable, Now let one person 
standing at the patient's head grasp the 
tongue firmly with his fingers covered by 
hie handkerchief, Draw the tongue out 
beyond the lips, and either hold it or press 
the under jaw up #0 as to retain the tongue 
protruding from the mouth. 


ARTIFICIAL RESPIRATION, 


At the same time other persone should 
compress both aides of the cheat with their 
hands applied to the lower ribs, slowly and 
firmly. After each pressure relax suddenly, 
repeating the operation about twenty times 
a minute. This will produce a semblance 
of breathing, although it may not be of the 
patient’s volition. The first consideration 
is to get air into the lunga. When this is 
ecoomplished the battle is half won, There- 
fore, keep up artificial respiration aven 
atter other meana have been given up. 
Lometimes an application of ammonia to 
the nostrils will induce breathing. 

Some years ago M. Laborde, the noted 
French physician, wrote to the Paris Acad. 
emy of Medicine, giving an outline of a 
most remarkable rescue made by him during 
a summer vacation. After lifting the body 
of an apparently drowned boy from the 
water he opened the mouth of the patient, 

ushed a spoon into the pharynx, and got 
old of the tongue Drawing it out, he 
began a rythmical traction, which lasted 
for the better part of an hour. 

In the meantime, an assistant had placed 
hot towels on the heart and anterior por- 
tion of the cheat. After half an hour's hard 
work the patient gave s faint gasp, 
followed by others at regular intervale, In 
forty minutes some very faint heartbeat? 
could be discerned. It was four hours 
befcre the patient showed signs of intelli. 
gence or recognized those around his bed- 
side, Next day beyond a alight weakness 
he was ar wellasever, The traccion of tne 
tongue in this case undoubtedly had a 
marvellous effect on the relex respiratory 
system. 

[here are many varistions of the above 
nam methods, Sometimes the entire 
body is rubbed with coarse, crash towels, 
hot cloths or hair glover. Massage, 
kneading of the limbs, beating, hot water, 
bricks, etc. ,are also resorted to on occasions. 
It is s general rule, however, to give the 
patient nothing to drink until he is 
conscious except as few drops of brandy. 

THE “SYLVESTER METHOD.” 

The Sylvester method” is s modifica 
tion of that adopted by M. Laborde. It 
consists in laying the patient on his back, 
grasping both arms just above the elbows 
and repeatedly raising them until they 
nearly meet above the head, aod then 
lowering them until they press firmly 
against the sides of the cheat.

The 
raising of these products, while adding 
materially to the revenues of the. farmers 
and to the fertility of the soil, also mecesal- 
tates the cultivation of other producta, thas 
further broadening the scope of farming in 
the North-West, Crops have to be grown 
to yield the feed consumed by the cattle, 
hogs, sheep, and horses raised for the 
market, and by the cows that furnish milk 
to make butter and cheese. Thus oata, 
corn, peas, barley, ye, hay, turnips, carrots, 
mangel Wwurzels, ste, become added to 
the new country's agricultural produete. 
This _ enlargement of the sphere of 
agriculture is the proper remedy for the 
danger to which Senators Perley and Wark 
call attention, the danger of over-cropping 
and robbing .the soil of ite productive 
energy. There is something to be thought 
ot now besides wheat, and there must be a 
large acreage given up to other products 
than wheat.

Even if the British cattle embargo we e 
removed, Manitoba and Territories would 
probably ship few store cattle, With an 
abundance of cheap feed of ite own it would 
pay the North West better to sell fat cattle 
than to sell lean ones, and would be incom. 
parably better for the country. No doabt 
under such low prices as have prevailed in 
recent years for wheat, North-Weatern 
farmera have taken advantage of the 
spontaneity of the soil for the purpose of 
keeping down the cost of production, But 
the pressure ofthe samecausedrove them into 
other lines of production, and thus brought 
s saving and compensating influence to bear, 
In Manitoba and Territories, therefore,agri- 
culture appears to be getting on the right 
linen. There is great room for improve- 
ment yet, but not so much as there was 
three yeara ago. The introduction and

THE LEVEL OF THE LAKES. 


The Mighest and Le 
ef Periedical 


The variations in the levels of the grea 
lakes have been the subject of study fo 
many years past, and various theories have 
been advanced to account for them, Up- 
wards of thirty years ago all available data 
regarding the fluctuations were compiled 
showing the more important changes in 
the lower lakes between 1838 and 1857, with 
a few facts as to exceptional phenomena in 
earlier years. The highest known leve 
occurred in 1838, when Michigan and Huron 
ase 26 inches above ordinary high-atage 
u d Erie and Ontario I8 inches. The lowest 
evel was in 1819, when Erie fell about three 
anda half feet below its usual plane, The 
fluctuations apart from those which are 


annual and those caused by the winds are 
of periodical occurrence, and are charac. 
terized by & remarkable approach to 
regularity, Since the highest water in 
1838 there have been 


ALTERNATE PERIODS 


of descension and ascension of the levels, 
either five, or seven, or eight years in 
length, the seven years’ period being moat 
frequent. As we have said, various theories 
have been advanced to account for these 
changes, The winds, of course, cause 
temporary and lecal fluctuations, Erie, 
the shalloweat of the lakes, has been known 
to have its level raised seven or eight feet 
at one end and equally depressed at the 
other by a gale blowing east or west for 
several days, Irregularities and variations 
of atmospheric pressure also cause changes 
of level, and there are tides on the lake an 
well as on the ocean the highest known 
spring tide rising about three inches. Sun. 
spot influences, too, have been assigned as 
a cause of the fluctuations. It seems, 
however, to be well established that the 
periodical and general changes of level are 
due to the variations of the rainfall A 
wuccession of wet years produces excep- 
tionally high water; succession of dry 
ears extremely low water, There ia 4 
imit, however, to sach cumulative effects, 
for when the water is high its outflow is 
more rapid than when it i low, and an 
automatic check is thas provided.

BELIEF IN WITCHCRAFT. 

Am Extraerdinary Trial in trecland—a 
Man, Alded by Bia Relatives, Barncd 
Bis Wife te Death Under the Beller 
That she Was a Witch, 


A despatch from Dublin says: — Michael 
Cleary, of Ballyvadies, near Clonmel, was 
convicted of manslaughter on Friday in 
causing the death of his wife, Bridget 
Cleary, at Ballyvadles, on March 14th last, 
by burning aud otherwise illtreating her, 


onthe ground that she was bewitched. 
The so-called Clonmel witch tragedy.is one 
of the most remarkable in the annals of 
crime in Ireland, Michael Cleary, nusband 
of the deceased, Patrick Boland, her 
father, William Patrick Michael and 
James Kennedy, cousins, Mary Kennedy, 
aunt, and terick Dunne, William 
Ahearn, and Dinnis Ganey, the latter 
known as the family doctor,” were 
jointly’ arrested and charged with 
burning and ill-treating. Mrs. Bridget 
Cleary, until death relieved her from 
further suffering. The evidence showed 
that Mra, Cleary was suffering from 
nervousness and nchitis, and that her 
husband, believing her to be bewitched, 
forced s nauseous decoction of herbs down 
her throat for the pur of exorcising 
the evil spirit. After thie the unfortunate 
woman was held over a fire and dreadfally 
turned until she declared in the name of 
God that she was not Cleary's wife. This 
torture was ci, ge and in the end her 
husband knocked her down, stripped off 
her clothing, pouring paraffine over her 
body, lighted it, and the woman was 
burned to death in the presence of her 
relatives. Cleary claimed that he was not 
burning his wife, but a witch.

have no tale more dramatic and horrible 
than that of the outrages on the helpless 
peseants of Armenia at the hands of 
ferocious Turkish soldiery. These atrocities 


stand forth im the anůuals of Christendom 


as the very essence of cruelty, and as an 
instance of what the still uncivilized Turk 
is capable of accomplishing. 

In broad daylight the deeds were done, 
At dawn the little villages of Semal, Shenik 
and Aval were attacked by Kurds and by 
Turkist soldiers disguised as mountaineers. 
There had been no provocation, no excute 
even for retaliation. The day before a few 
Kurds had atelen some of the villagers 
sheep, and the shepherds, naturally, bed 
engaged in a hand-to-hand conflict with 
them to recover their property. Four to 
one the Hamidiehs, the Bakranlees, the 
Rishkotlees, the Khianlees and Zilanees, 
together with the disguised troops of the 
Sultan, outnumbered the Armeniana\ In 
terror the latter fled, leaving in their alarm 
the old and wounded behind. 

It was then the atrocities began. It 
needed little discernment on the part of 
the Turkish troops to perceive that the 
Kurds were not warriors at all. Throwing 


off all dieguise, the soldiers of the Sultan 


entered the villages, bayonet and sword in 
hand, The bugles sounded and the cannon 
boomed, 

BURNED AND BUTCHERED. 


With cries that were piteous, understand - 
ing nothing save that an awful calamity 
Was now upon them, the old villagera who 
bad been left behind came tumbling out of 


their houses as the soldiers with calm 
ferocity applied torch after torch to the 
buildings. These old peasants flang them- 
selves pitifully at the feet of even the 
common soldiery, erying ‘‘We are loyal! 
See | These are our tax receipts. For God's 
sake spare us, Welovethe Turks, Oh, do 
take pity onus, Good God! Don't burn 
us alive“ 7 

One white-haired old man, who, trusting | 
in the Turks, bad determined not to flee, | 
brought out all the dainties in his house for | 
the invaders—milk and honey, madscon | 
and cheese, Greedily were these viands | 
eaten, but still the flames continued to rise. 
The loyal old man who had prepared this 
repast fell a few moments later, his tamily 
by his side, butchered by Turkish kutves. 
The fate of the other villagers was quite as 
dreadful. Merrily roared the flames and 
every peasant waa driven within bia house, 
the doors were barred and barricaded, and 
there he was burned alive. A tew managed 
to escape for the time, and to rush mad] 
about the streets while the soldiers wi 
fixed bayonets drove them here and there 
and finally within, spitting them before 
they reached the flames. 

In the village of Semal hardly s peasant 
escaped ; that isto say, the peasants who 
are old and intirm. By the time the con- 
flagration had begun, the able-bodied men, 
women and children wore well on their 
way in the surrounding country. It is a 
peculiar pathological fact that the Armen- 
aus are remarkably tusceptible te fright, 
More than most peoples they are able to 
endure physical torture, bat nervous terror 
drives them near to madness, It was « 
half insane ion indeed that went 
fying through the country from the villages 
just commencing to burn ap te Mount 
Andok, now made famous, The sound of 
the bugles and the sight of the Turkish 
soldiery with their charging bayonets made 
all their cour vanish, 

Now, my lambe,” had said the com- 
manding officer of the Turks to the chiefs 
of the Kurdish tribes the day before the 
massacre, is your time, You can exter- 
minate these dogs of infidele.” (It should 
be remembered that the Armenians are 
Christians and not Moslems.) We, who 
are Government soldiers, cannot conven- 
tently do the work. Therefore do you set 
about it without delay, We will shield 
you from trouble when it is over, and put 
it down to one of the freqvent fights 
between you and your vassals,” 


LAUGHED, THEN DIED IN TORTURE, 


But the Kurds had proved inefficient, 
It waa the Turkish soldiery, therefore, who 
went in hot chase, their village-burning 
being over, alter the fugitives. On the 
road to Mount Andok the bloodhound 
showed bis fangs. A man named Hovseb 
bad lagged behind. The soldiers stopped 
the runaway and commenced to johe with 
him. Despite the par ie of his friends there 
seemed no cause for fear for him. The 
Moslem troopere laughed and chatted, and 
thena soldier took hold of each of his hands, 
stretching out hia arms in the form of a 
eross. He laughed with them. It was not 
until two swords slashed down, cutting off 
both his ears, that he realized the helpless- 
ness of his position. A third blow cut off 
his nose. fourth, a fifth and more fol- 
lowed. Held there tightly, he was liter- 
ally hacked to pieces ieisurely and with 
diabolical art, dying « slow, torturing 
death, 

Even more terrible was the fate of Dono, 
About thie peasant’s neck bung s tiny boy 
of two years, his father's hope and treasure, 
Handicapped with this burden and worn 
out besides, Dono had difficulty in keeping 
up with the other fugitives, but he reached 
the slope of Mount Andok. He breathed 
freer, for he felt that safety was almost at 
hand. Then a bullet ruck him in the 
leg, cutting an artery and, bleeding, he 
tell. He tried to rise, but only dropped 
back with a groan. Not a bush, not a 
tree, not a rock was near to shield him. 
The Turks came up on the run, and the 
foremost aimed a sharp cut at the curly 
headed boy, Quick as flash the father’s 
arm guarded and dropped back, cut to the 
bone. 

In wcircle about these two the fiendish 
troopers stood. One pushed his sharp 
bayonet gently inte the child’s stomach, 
swinging him aloft, epurred on by the de- 
lighted yelis of his comrades, The boy 
shrieked in agony, aud the dying father, 
though hardly able to move, kissed and 
hugged the blood-stained feet of the Mos- 
lema, praying them to sparte his child. He 
grovelled for buta few momenta, Prompt - 
ly he was transfixed with a bayonet, while

throat, and the order was executed with 
many gibes.

Such other tortures as he was subjected to 
cannot be set down bere.

Blood and headless bodies, mangled 
women stretched upon the ground,children 
with their skulls crushed to « pulp and 
even without heads, men and boys with 
their stomachs and cheats blown woh by 
gunpowder—those were frequent incidents 
of the massacre of that night. Another 
priest, Der Arakel, had his eyes gouged 
out and was made to dance at the point of 
the bayonet, reeling and howling in pain.

At the great Orange demonstra- 
tion in Ottawa on the 12th at which 
fally 10,000 Orangemen took part, 
N.C Wallace, Sovereign Grand 
Master, was the principal speaker, 
and reviewed at some length ‘the 
history of the Manitoba School case. 
He concluded his speech as follows: 

“Let me state to you briefly 
the attitude that I take under 
the present circumstances on this 
question. The government, after 
the last decision of the Judicial Com- 
mittee, referred the question, to 
Manitoba as provided by the Consti- 
tution, ordering the authorities of. 
that province to restore the Separate 
School System in existence prior to 
1890. The Manitoba Government, 
with the concurrence of the Legis- 
lature of that province, has declined 
to do 80, but at the same time has 
intimated that if any real grievance 
éxiste on the part of the minority, 
they will be removed,—although 


till insisting upon the maintenance 


unimpaired of the Public School 
System. The Dominion Govern- 
ment as a consequence has pledged 
iteelf before parliament and the 
country to introduce legislation at 
the next session of parliament, pro- 
vided that in the meantime Mani- 
toba does not make what is called a 
satisfactory settlement of the diffi- 
culty. Now, for my own part, and 
Iepeak under full sense of the re- 
ity of my utterances, I haye 

to say frankly but firmly that I 
favor the maintenance of a non- 
sectarian school system in Manitoba, 
and that if our Constitution permit- 
ted it I would advocate with the 
same fervour a similar system 
throughout the Dominion. More 
than tnat, I have to say that if 
oceasion should arise to require a 
declaration to this effect on my part 
by voice and vote in Parliament, I 
will not hesitate for one moment to 
give effect to the view which I have 
Just announced. There is further, 
this very important aspect of the 
ease to be considered, namely, the 
difficulty of imposing a school 
system upon Manitoba by means of 
eral legislation. The Constitu- 
tion commits to the Provinces ex- 
elusive jurisdiction in matters of 
education, and while it is true that 
certain reservations are made, that 
specified limitations are placed upon 
the powers of the provinces there is 
no provision whereby effect can be 
given to any conclusion, Parliament 
might arrive at contrary to the 
views of the Province. So that, 
apart altogether from the cardinal 
principle ot the question, there is a 
real and substantial difficulty in the 
way of details to be confronted 
which gives added weight to the 
objection to Parliamentary inter- 
ference with Manitoba. I propose, 
however, to await events ratner 
than to anticipate what may never 
occur, nor do I intend to be led or 
entrapped into precipitate action 
upon the subject by any device no 
matter from what quarter it may 
come. Our duty, as it seems to me,

PRUNING OF TREES. 


—.—— 


The Different Nesalte Gained From fam- 
mer and Winter Prening. 

Amateur gardeners know very little of 
prening, and instructions in this line are 
not desirable. Thos. Meehan, ih his Month- 
ly, very truly says: The unfortunate part 
of all attempts at theese practical lessons 
ie that in pruning one must have some 
object before he starte, and that this ob- 
ject will vary continually not only on 


what particular object one may have in 
One may have fruit trees growing in a 
cofhparatively mall space, and which he, 
therefore, desires to keep dwarf. With 
this object in view, a very special system 
of pruning would be necessary, and the 
object would be to get growing, branches 
to the ground and not in the 

air a long distance, where the trees would 
spreading heads, In order to 

ia one has to prune out dur- 

ing summer most all the strong and 
vigorous — at the apex of the plant, 
60 ae to w the course of the sap into 
the branches mar the ground, for in & 
nature the tendency of the tree 


therefore, strengthens the lower ones. 

It is au the same principle that we 
prune hedges. These we wish to keep 
low, and for this reason the plants are 
pruned in the summer time, the strong, 
vigorous branches—the top of the hedges 
-—being the ones cut out, and this throws 
the sap into the branches near the ground, 
thereby strengthening them and making 
them of equal growth with thore at the 
apex, and this work has to be done dur- 
ing the growing season. 

If the same kind of pruning were done 
in the winter time inetead of the sum- 
mer, the result would be that the next 
spring innumerable strong shoote would 
push out where the upper ones are cut off 
and growing so strong they would abso- 
lutely draw the nourishment from the 
lower branches. The praning has to be 
done in this case while the sap is in 
vigorous circulation, so that the channel 
may at once be turned into these lower 
branches. One might take up any num- 
ber of questions of trees in detail—apples, 
cherries, plums, — or whatever it 
may be—and the! is just the same 
for all of them. Ifyou want to keep trees 
dwarf, with abundance of good growing 
branches near the ground, cut out all the 
strong shots at the apex during the 
growing season.
